of evidence to show that the applicant is a British subject, fod therefore entitled to a 
passport, Appeals for assistance are also froquontly addressed th His Lordship by destitute 
ndians who desire to return to their country and by students fwho, owing to embarrassed 
circumstarces, are unable to complete their course of education. 
2. In order to enable the Secretary of State to deal with Juch cases satisfactorily, the 
Governor-General in Counoil bas docided that it is necessary to upon Indian students 
and others visiting England the desirability of providing themslves, before their deperture 
from India, with an authoritative cortificate of identity, in the form appended to this 
Resolution, signed by the head of the district (in a Presidenoy “pwn, the Uomumissioner of 
Police) in tho caso of residents of British India and by the }plitical Officer in that of 
residents of Native States, For a student tho certificate sh be signed by the head of 
his last school or college and countersigned by the District Officer fin # Presigency Town, the 
Commissioner of Folice) or Political Otfieer, as the case may be. .

No. 6.—Notification—With reference to Notification No. 49, dated Ist September 
1008, which was published in the Caloutta Gazet/e of the 2nd September 1903 at 1157,

1, Tho revenue administration of the Dhaka Canal is vested in the Superintending 
Engineer of the Gandak Circl @ Divisional Cunal Officer ia responsible for maintaining 
the oanal in an efficient condition, for the distribution of water to the lessees, and for the 
closing of the outlets in rotation when roquired ; be is furtber responsible for the assessment 
of water-rates . 

2. Tho Collector of the distriot is responsible for the collection of water-rates. 

3. Kxoopt as provided in the Act and in theso rules, no appeal sbull lio from any order 
assed by a Canal Uffcer, but: tho Subdivisional Oanal Officer shall modify any order passed 
yy him in accordance with the order of the Divisional Canal (ficer, and the Subdivisional 

Canal Officer or Livisional Canal Officer shall modify ang order passed by him in acoordance 
with the ordors of the Superiutonding Canal Officer, who shall exercise a general control over 
the proooedings of all Canal Officers. 

. In appeals to the Collector under section 91 of the Act other than those erpeoiall, 
provided for in rule 14, the Colleotor mey require the Superintending Engineer to state his 
Opinion in writing, which shall form part of the reoord of the provsedings of the oase.

No. 6.—Notification—With reference to Notification No. 49, dated Ist September

‘The Divisional Canal Officer is responsible for maintaining 
the canal in an efficient condition, for the distribution of water to the lessees, and for the 
closing of the outlets in rotation whon required ; he is further responsible for the assesment 
of water-rates, 

2. ‘The Collector of the distriot is responsible for the collection of water-rates.

Canal Officer or Divisional Canal Officer shall modify any order passed by him in accordance 
with the ordors of the Superintonding Canal Officer, who shall exeroiso a general oontrol over 
the procoedings of all Canal Officers.

1, The revenue administration of the Dhaka Cunul is vested in the Superintending 
Engineer of the Gundak Circle. ‘T'he Divisional Canal Officer is responsible for maintaining 
the oanal in an efficient condition, for the distribution of water to the lessees, and for the 
closing of the outlets in rotation when required ; ho is further responsible for the assessment 
of water-rates. 

2. The Collector of the district is responsible for tho collection of water-rates. 

3. Excopt as provided in the Act and in these rules, no appeal shull lie from any order 
pee by a Canal Officer, but the Subdivisional Qanal Officer shall modify any order passed 

y him in accordance with the order of the Divisional Canal Oflicer, and the Subdivisional 

Officer or |Jivisional Canal Officer shall modify any order passed by him in accordance 

with the orders of the Superintending Canal Officer, who shal! exercise a general control over 
the proceedings of all Canal Officers. 

‘4. In appesls to tho Collector undor section 91 of the Act other than those erpeoially 
provided for in rule 14, the Collector mey requiro the Superintending Engineer to state his 
opinion in writing, which shall form pari of the révord of the provvedings of the ease.

5. The Divisional Canal Officer shall map out the irrigable area into blocks demarcated 
by ‘snitable boundaries, and in order to equalise the area to be dealt with each year, sball 
determine the date of expiry of the leases in each block, so that as far as practicable one 
fifth of the total area usually irrigated may fall out of lease every year.

* D. B. Horx, - 
Seoy. to the Govt. of Bengat, 
GENERAL CONDITIONS. 

1, The revenue administration off the Dhaka Canal is vested in tho Superintending 
Engineer of the Gandak Circle, ‘The Divisional Canal Officer is responsible for maintaining 
the canal in an efficient condition, for the distribution of water to the lessees, and for the 
closing he outlets in rotation when required ; he is furthor responsible for the assossment 
of water-rates, 

2. The Collector of the district is responsible for the collection of water-rates. 

3. Breet st Reed in the Act and in these rules, no appeal shull lie from any order 
Verne bya jal Officer, but the Subdivisional Canal Officer shall modify any order passed 

yy him in accordance with the order of the Divisional Canal Officer, and the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer or Divisional Canal Officer shall modify any order passed by him in accordance 
with the orders of the Superintending Canal Officer, who shall exercise a general control over 
the proceedings of all Canal Officers. .

No, 6.—Notifieation—With reference to Notification No. 49, dated Ist September

1, For overy secondary sehool managed by Government or by a District Board, Muni. 
cipal Committoo or Soint-Committes there showd be, Visiting Committecs, consisting of Local 
cipsionte wlequately representing the classes from which the students are drawa, 


© For Government schools, exoopt collegiate schools, the mombors of the Visiting 
Comaittos, should be appointed by the District Ottieor in consultation with the Inspector of 
Sitocls. For collegiate schools they should be appointed by the Direotor of Public Instruc. 
aeaon the nomination of the Principals of the attached colleges, who should consult suitable 
Jocal authorities before sending in their selections. 


3, For schools managed by District Boards, Municipal Committees or Joint-Committoes, 
the mombers should be appointed from among the members of the Distriot and Looal Boards, 
Municipal Committees or Joint-Committeos, as the ease may be, by the Chairmen concerned, 
Other gontlomen interested in edueation may also be appointed members. 

4, ‘The term of ofioo of mombers of Visiting Uommitiees should be for a period of three 
years from the date of their appointment. Any member should be eligible for reappoint. 
yrout at the end of thet poriod at the disoretion of the appointing authority. Membors who 
sae not fulfilled the duties for which they wero appointed should not be reappointed on the 
expiry of the three years’ torm of office. A member should be appointed whenever @ vacancy 
oceurs. 


5. Visiting Committees shall havo no powor to issue any ordors to the Hond Mustors of 
schools, their funotions being confned to the offering of advice for the consideration of the

8. The members of a Committee of Manxgement of a echool should elect from 
ampngst themselves a Chairman, a Seoretary and an Auditor, and submit their names to the 
District Officer or the Chairman, as the case way be, for previous approval. 

4, A mooting of the Committee should bo called by the Secretary, usually onoo every 
month (except in the long vacation months), or oftener if neod bo, Not less thaa seven days? 
notice should be given of any meeting. 

52 The notice should set forth the business to bo transacted at the meeting, and no 
business other than that so stated should be transacted, except with the consent of all the 
members present. When any business of which notice has not been given is considered at n 
meeting, the derision recorded or resolution adopted at such meeting should be communicated 
forthwith to all the members, and the subject should bo oapable of being re-oponod at a 
subsequent meeting convened on a requisition made by three members of tho Committes 
within seven days of the oommuniostion of the original resolution ; but, save as heroinbofore 
mentioned, no subject once finally disposed of should be reconsidered within six months, 
unless two-thirds of the membors consent by signing a requisition.

STATE TECHNICAL SCHOLARSHIPS FOR NATIVES OF BENGAL. 


1, With a view to provide for natives of India the higher technical education which 
may qualify them to assist in promoting the improvement of existing native industries, and 
the development of new industries wherever this may be possible, the Government of India 
are ready, a8 an experimental measure, to give a emall uumber of Teehnical scholarships, if 

mising candidates, well qualified in some particular branch of industry, present themselves, 
he outlines of the scheme are sketched-out below. 

2, Value of the scholarships —'The value of the scholarships has been fixed at £150 x 
year, in addition to fees payable to the institutions where the scholars will study and 
travelling expenses; but Government will consider proposals for increasing it in special casos, 

3. Places and poriods of tenure. Wach scholarship is tenable for am average period of 
two yeurs, which may be increased or reduced in special eases. . 

‘4. ‘The scholarships may be held in Great Britain, on the Continent of Europe, or in 
America, and are payable from the date of the scholar’s arrival in the country which he may 
select for study. 

5. Subjects of study—Law, Medicine, Forestry, Veterinary Science, Agrionlture and 
Engineoring have been excluded from the scope of the present proposal. The scholarships are 
in the first instanoo proposed to be used for the snovuragement of the mining industry in 
Bengal, but any other branch of industry oan similarly be helped and fostered. Industries 
in which native eapital and enterprise aro engaged, or likely to be engaged, and in which the 
trained scholar might, on return to his country, find scope for his skill and ability, will be 
portioularly appropriate for seleotion. 

6, Conditions of award,—Tho scholarships are tenable by persons whare natives of Indie 
within the meaning of section 6 of the Statute, 33 Vic. Cap. 8. A competent knowledge 
of English, or the language of any other country in which tho candidate proposes to work 
and study is essential to enable him to take full advantage of the course of study. 

7. In the matter of selection of scholars, Government will be guided by considerations of 
the candidate's capacity, intelligence, personae interest in and connection with the industry 
selected, and the assurance that ho will continue to devote himself to the subject on his return 
to India. These being matters which cannot be decided by the holding of degrees obtained, 
by examination, or by competition, no special examination is considered necessary and nove will 
teitald. But o sobolir belore nortinatfon ehguld heve.reosived iia‘ beet techiioal eduoation 
available in the Provinoe, in the particular industry which he has to study, and no candidate 
will be considered qualified unless he has displayed an aptitude for teobnieal study. 

8. No.age-limit has boon fixed, But it may bo fixed by Goveriment in certain casos. 

9. The candidates for scholarships should submit cortificates attesting (a) their moral 
character, (}) knowledge of the longuage of the country in which they elect to Say, and (°) 
Piro ‘cupacity, frum recognized persons who may be considered fit to certify to facts. 

ese certiticates will not be returned. 

10. The scholars in England or elsewhere, as the case may be, will be under the oontrol 
and supervision of the Secretary of State, ‘The oonditions su fags they will hold the 
scholarships will be similar to thos laid down for Government of India scholarships, 
power will be retained to cancel a scholarship and to send the scholar back to India 
progress and conduct be not satisfactory. : 

Ll, Returned scholars —No scholar will be bound on his return to India by any engage- 
ment to serve Government or a private firm, and the choice of his career will Bo it the fist 
instance determined, on his return from Europe by his own inclination. Should any oooasiony 
arise, Government will be glad to turn his ability and increased knowledge to account a8 
teacher in an Industrial ori gga oy capacities connected with the improvement of 
looal industies. 

_ 12. Applications from natives of Bengal for such scholarships for the development of the 
mining industry, in the first instance, should be made direct to the Director of Public 
Instruction, Bengal, on or before the 1st May 1905, Full particulars should be furnished # 
to the past educational experience, training and future requirements of each applicant for & 
sobolarship. Applicants should also indicate, if possible, what they wish to work at in their 
future careers on return to Indins The mhaaniens will be awe “by the Government of 
Tndia on the recommendation of the Loal Government.

infectious matter may escape, so as to minimise danger from contact during removal 


Rute XI.—If a disensod horee dios, the owner or the persun in charge of it shall, as soon 
as possible and with all duo care to prevent contagion to other horsesand human beings, 
cause the carcass to be taken to a suitable place to be there burnt or buried or otherwise 
destroyed in the safest and most efficacious manner practicable.

‘Theso casualties resulted from what, to say the least, was 
bad management, not false water, 

Unless « candivate under examination is able to prove

Examiners 
ought, however, to make sure that oxndidates are aware of 
the impossibility of testing the reliability of the indications 
of water-gauges arranged as in Figure 8 when the cocks A 
and © are absent and of the effect which the choking of cock 
A or O, or pipe H or I has on the indications of the test 
cocks T TT’ attached to columa Y. 

Probably more than half the steamers afoat are fitted 
with oleneanee as shown in Figures 3 and 4, and it is 
therefore specially important that enginoer candidates should 
thoroughly understand their construction, the , jrinople on 
which thoy act, and the steps which must be taken to keep 
them in an efficient condition. 

_ When fitting o gauge-glass into its place it is 
important that it should not be placed so hich as to prevent 
a cloaring zod being inserted at G, figures 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5. 
‘This dofoct, expooially if it ocours in a -water-gauge attachod 
to a boiler subject to priming, permits a rapid accumulation 
of soum around the top of tho glass and results in the 
choking of the orifice leading from cock B to the gauge- 
glass in each of the figures. 


When a gauge-glass is too short or is placed either too 
high or too low in tho fittings, it is also liable to beoome 
choked by:the packing material being foroed over ite onds 
by the glands whilst being screwed up. : 















‘Tho uso of unsuitable or insooure internal pipes in con- 
nootion with either the ordinary placa B of the 
deeription shown in Figure 1, or with test cocks which aro 


joined to tho boiler itseli, should also bo carefully guarded 
against. 

Boiler casualties have resulted from the cocks B* and D 
Iaving. the parts wrongly placed as shown in Figure 6, 
Plato II. Tn ono case of that kind which forms the subject 
of Report No. 208 under the Boiler Explosions Acts, the 
engineer in testing the wator-gaugo omitted to soe that the 
passages in the Band D wore clear when the handles 
wore in their proper working position, This defeot oould 
easily have been disvoverod if proper attention had beon 
paid to the oondition of the cocks! A dofect of this nature 
may be due to faulty oonstruction originally, or to the 
handle of the cock having been overstrained, end the nook 
twisted. Whethor tho passages in the plugs are fair and 
clear can, however, be verified in a fow minutes, As an 
illustration, the water cock D, Figure 6, Plato IZ, can be 
verified by blowing through H with B shut and thon moving 
the handlo of D to one side until it is just closod, and then 
to the other side until it is again just closed; tho proper 
working position of the handle is about equally distant 
from each of the above positions. The other cocks oun bo 
vorified in the same manner, 

Anotber serious casualty occurred through the handlo of 
the cock A, Figure 8 having been twisted from its original 
position relatively to the orifice cf the cock, resulting in the 
cock being shut’ when apparently open. 

When a water-gango, that is,clear in all its parts, has boon 
thoroughly blowa through, the water in tho glass rises 
above the lovol at which it formerly stood, immediately 
the drain cock IE is closed, but if leff undisturbed for a 
time it gradually falls to its former position. The amount 
of rise which cecurs on these occasions depends chictly on 
the temperature of the centents of the ler aud on the 
length of the pipes by which column ¥ is connected top and 
bottom to the boiler, but in casos where the gauye is of tho 
description illustrated in Figures 3, 4 and 5, it amounts in 
high pressuro boilers to about 4 inches, while the time ocou- 
pied by the water in returning to its former lovel ranges 
from 30 to 40 minutes. The cause of this riso is twofuld, 
namely Q the displacemont of the comparatively old water 
in pipe H by hotter and proportionately lighter water from 
the boilor, and Os slight condensation of the steam and 
a correspondig fractional reduction of prossuro in pipo I. 
‘Tho cause of tho gradual subsidence of the water in the 
glass to its former level is also of a dual chararactor, namely 
(a) the eo: of the water in pipe H, and (}) the diminu- 
tion in the condensation of steam in pipo I owing to the 
collection therein of air released from the steun omdensed, 

‘These results will, however, be somewhat modified if the 
water in the boiler is of higher density than in pipe H, and 
this will nearly always be tho caso owing to the condensa- 
tion of the steam in the glass and upper fittings of the 
water-gaugo, causing the water in the lowor part ta be 
fresher than that in the boiler. a 

‘The examiner should impress upon candidates the meena 
for periodically blowing through the water-gauge on ea 
boiler (ao matter what the form may be) in a systematio 
and thorough manner, and, in casos where a boiler is fitted 
with two water-gauges, of keeping both in constant use;

from theories and abstruse calculations, is to be the test of 
the candidate's fitness to have his Certificate endorsed. 

The examiner should arrange to conduct pert of the 
examination in the engine room of a steamship, unless 
from ciroumstances he finds it impossible to do so; but in the 
event of the candidate passing, the examiner should state 
in writing what circumstances prevented a visit to an engine 
room. If an opportunity offer, the candidate should be 
permitted, under the guidance of the examiner, to start and 
stop the engine of como vessel which may have her stoum 
up. 

‘The examiner, in sonding in his report of the examina- 
tion, should state where the examination has been held. 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to 
sixteen out of twenty questions taken from the Elementary

Examiners will not fail to appreciate the 
fact that practical knowledge is best guined in the engine 
room; and the examination of an officer who does not 
produce official evidence of service in steamships, and of 
experience of engines, must necessarily be more searching 
than in the case of one who produces evidence of suc!

To have an intelligent grasp of the general run of pipes 
and connexins in the engine-room, the marking of oocks, 
the opening and closing of cocks and valves, how mistakes 
of importance may be made in the confusion of an accident 
and how best to guard against such mistakes. 

‘To be capable of being left in charge of the feoding of a 
sot of boilers, to understand the working of the water-gauge, 
and to be able to guard against being misled by false indica. 
tions of the gauge glass. 

To understand about blowing down and surfacing, the 
reasons for doing so, and the danger which may result from 
the neglect of these under certain circumstances, 

‘A master or mate presenting himself for examination in 
steam must be understood to have made up for his want of 

yractical experienve by reading up about the eteam-engine, 
He ought, therefore, to show that he has given his mind to 
intelligently understanding the rafiovale of the action of the 
steam-engine. Under this head he should, therefore, bo able 
to state appoximately the quantity of heat required in the 
formation of steam, the remarkable relaticn of “latent” 
heat to “sonsible” hoat, how much steam oan be raised by 
the combustion of one pound of coal, what horse-power 
measure is, whut indicated horse-power is, what is the action 
of the slide-valve, the course of the stcam through the 
engine, and the aadvantoge of working expansively, and how 
the expansive action is shown by the indicator diagram, To 
know the uses of the various parts of the engines and 
dynamos used for electric lighting, and how they und the 
cubles are fitted in the hull ; how wires are jointed, insulated, 
and cased ; why it is desirable thet they should be led along 
places which ero dry and accessible; what is “sparking,” 
and what are the causes which produce it; what is its danger 
in coal bunkers and petroleum-carrying steamers; what are 
the uses of switches and cut-outs, and why is it so important 
to prevent short-cireuiting taking place. 

he candidate has to answer in writing 16 out of 20 
questions selected from the Wlementary Questions (se Ap- 
peudix B). 

Selections for this examination are given on the-alphabetio 
sheet for “Stoam.” Generally, theso answers are given by 
candidates as learned by rote from book; the eandidate 
should therefore be asked such vid ‘voce questions as will 
necessitate his giving his answers in different words, co as to. 
discover whether he has the root of the mattor in him. 

‘The principal part of the vivd cove is the examination on 
board a steamer, preferably one with which ke is unacquant- 
ed. He is told to look about and try to'find out the run of 
the machinety without the ossistance of anyone: the 
examiner to be in the engine-room to see that this indepen- 
dent examination is properly caried out, When the candi- 
date reports that be thinks he knows the whole arrangement 
of the machinery, the Examiner will then question him on 
the uses of the parts, get him to point out the different, 
gylinders, pumps, valves, condenser, &c.; also the dynamo,” 
its field-magnets, armature, commutators, brushes, cables, &c. 
He must show that he understands the run of the pipes in 
the bilges, not necessarily that he has gone over every one 
of them, but he ought to be directed to trace, at least, one

practicable for the candidate to be asked to actually work 
Engines under steam, but he must satiefy tho examiner that

&c, It is most important that a candidate shovld show thet, 
jn the event of an accident depriving him of tho assistance 
‘of engineers, he knows what to do to safely take his vessel to 
= ‘anchorage, or to stop the engines and proceed under sail 
lone * 
‘The examination of a mate in steam is the samo as that of 
awaster, The knowledge required has no reference to the 
Inate's position, A mate may be examined, but such 
examination implies that tke mate will one day be master, 
when the possession of the knowledge will be an advantage 
to him in the discharge of his duties as master.

[These rules aro supplementary to tho roles for the management of schocls, which are already 
in fore. 


1. For overy secondary school managed by Government or by a District Board, Muni. 
cipal Committee or Joint-Committes there should be Visiting Committees, consisting of local 
residents adequately representing the cases from which the students are drawa. 

2. Vor Government sshoo!s, except collegiate schools, tho members of the Visiting 
Committees should be appvinted by the District Oicer in consultation with the Inspoctor of 
Bahools, For eollegiate sohials they should be appointed by tho Dirvotor of Public Instruo- 
tion on the nomitiation of the Principals of the attached colleges, who should consult suitable 
Jooal authorities before sending in their selections. 

3 For schools managed by District Boards, Mauicipal Committees or Joint-Committoce, 
the members shoul! be apnointed from among the members of the District and Local Boards, 
Municipal Committees or Joint-Comuittoes, a8 tho case may be, by the Chairmen concerned. 
Other gentlemen iuteres‘od in education may also be appointed members. 

4. The term of orlice of members of Visiting Committees should be for » period of three 
years from the dato ef their appointment. Any member should be eligible for reappoint- 
Front at the end of that period at the discretion of the appointing authority. Members who 
have not fulfilled the duties for which they were appointei should not be reappoiuted on the 
expiry of tho three yoars’ term of office. A member should be appointed whenever # vacancy

3. Visiting Committces shall have no power to issue any orders to the Head Masters of 
schools, their functions being confned to the offering of advice for the ‘consideration of tho 
school authorities and the officers of the Education Department.

STATE TECHNICAL SCHOLARSHIPS FOR NATIVES OF BENGAL, 


1. With a view to provide for natives of India the higher ‘technical education which 
may gualify them to assist in promoting the improvement of existing native industries, and 
the development of new industries wherever this may be possible, the Government of Indie 
are ready, 8.an experimental measure, to give e emall number of Technical scholarships, if 

omising candidates, well qualified in some pertioular branch of industry, prosont thomeelves. 
Te outlines of the roheme are sketched out below. 

2. Value of the scholarships —Tho value of the scholarships has been fixed at £150 « 
year, in addition to fees payable to the institutions where the scholars will study and 
jravelling expenses; but Government will consider proposalé for increasing it in spocial cases, 

8. Places and periods of tenure ~ Bach scholarship is tenable for an average period of 
two years, which may be increased or reduoed in special cases. 

‘Phe scholarships may be beld in Great Britain, on the Continent of Europe, or in 
‘America, and are payable from the date of the scholar’s arrival in the country which he may 
select for study. 

5, Subjects of study —Law, Medicine, Forestry, Veterinary Science, Agriculture and 
Engineering have boen excluded from the soope of the present proposal. ‘The scholarships arv 
in the Amst instance propesed to be used for the encoury of the mining industry in 
Bougel, but any other branch of industry can ape rai and fostered. Industriee 
jn which native capital and enterprise are engaged, or likely to be engaged, and in. which the 
trained scholar might, on return to his country, find scope for his skill and ability, will be 
partioularly appropriate for selection. 

©. Conditions of avard.—Tho scholarships are tenable by persons who are natives of Indie 
within the meaning of section 6 of the Statute, 38 Vic, Cap. 8. A competent knowledge 
of Boglish, or the language of any other country in which the candidate proposes to work 
‘and study is essential to enable him to take full advantage of the course of study.” 

7, ‘In the matter of selection of scholars, Government will be guided by considerations of 
the candidate’s capacity, intelligence, petted interest in and connection with the industry 
selected, and the assurance that he will continue to devote himself to the subject on his return 
to India, ‘These being matters which cannot be decided by the holding of dogrees obtained, 
by examination, or by competition, no speci examination is considered necessary and none will 
beheld. But a scholar before nomination should have received the best technical education 
available in the Provinoe, in the particular industry which he has to study, and no candidate 
will be onsidered qualified unless he has displayed an aptitude for technical study. 

8. No age-limit has beou fixed. But it may be fixed by Government in certain cases. 

9. The candidates for scholarships should submit cortifioates attesting (a) their moral 
curacier, (b) knowledge of the language of the country in which they elect to study, and (0) 

jaysical capacity, from recognized persons who may be considered fit to certify to these facts, 
Trteee certiticates will not be returned. i 

10. ‘The scholars in England or elsewhere, as the case may be, will be under the contro! 
and supervision of the Secretary of State, ‘The conditions under which they will hold the 
scholarships will be similar to those laid down for Government of India soholarsbips, and 
power will ve retained to cancel a scholarship and to send the scholar back to Todia if bis 
progress and conduct be not satisfactory. f 4 

LL, Rotoirned scholars —No sobolat’ will be bound on his return to India by any engee’” 
ment to serve Government or a private firm, and tho choice of his careor will be in the first 
instance determined, on bis return from Europe by his own inclination. Should any cows 
arise, Government will be glad to turn his ability and inorensed knowledge to ‘acount a 
teaoher in an Industrial school or in other capacities connected with the ‘improvement of 
local industies.

STATE TECHNICAL SOHOLARSHIPS FOR NATIVES OF BENGAL. 


1. ‘With a view to provide for natives of India the higher technical education which 
may qualify them to assist in promoting the improvement of existing native industries, and 
the development of new industries wherever this may be possible, the Government of India 
aro ready, a8 an experimental measure, to give ® small number of Technical scholarships, if 

mising candidates, well qualified in some particular branch of industry, present themselves. 
he outliner of the scheme are sketched out belo 

2 Value of the acholarships—The value of the scholarships bas ben fixed at £150 a 
year, in addition to fees payable to the institutions where the scholars will study and 
imavolling exponses; but Government will consider proposals for increasing it in special cases. 

3, Places and periods of tenure.—Bach scholarship is tenable for un average period of 
two yours, which may be inereased or reduoed in special oases. 

4. The scholarships may be held in Great Britain, on the Continent of Hurope, or in 
America, and are payable from the date of the scholar’s arrival in the country which he may 
select for study. 

5, Subjects of study —Law, Medicine, Forestry, Veterinary Science, Agriculture and 
Engineering have been excluded from the soope of the present proposal. ‘The scholarships are 
in the fist instanoo propraed to bo used for the encouragement of the mining industry in 
Benge, but any other branch of industry can similarly be helped and fostered. Industries 
in which native eapital snd ontorprise aro engaged, or likely to be engagod, and in which the 
trained scholar might, on return to his country, find scope for his skill and ability, will be 
partioularly appropriate for selection. : 

6, Conditions of acard.—The scholarships are tenable by persons who are natives of India 
‘within tho moaning of seotion 6 of the Statute, 33 Vio, Cap. 8. A competent knowledge 
of Boglish, or the language of any other country in which the candidate proposes to work 
and study is eseontial to enable him to take full advantage of the course of study, = 

7. ‘In tho matter of selection of scholars, Government will be guided by considerations of 
tho candidate's capacity, intelligence, particular interest in and connection with the industry 
selected, and the assurance that he will continue to devote himself to the subject on his return 
to India. ‘These being matters which cannot be decided by the holding of degrees obtained, 
by examination, or by competition, no special examination is considered necessary and none will 
beheld. But a sch fore nomination should have received the best technical education 
available in the Provinoe, in the particular industry which he bas to study, and no candidate 
will bo considered qualified unless he has displayed an aptitude for technical study. | 

8. No age-limit has been fixed. But it may bo fixed by Government in certain cases. 

9. ‘Phe candidates for scholarshipe should submit certificates attesting (a) their moral 
character, (J) knowledge of the language of the country in which they elect to study, and (0) 
iy, fro resound ‘persons who may be considered fit to certify to thoso facts. 
;08 will not be returned. 

10. ‘The scholars in England or elaswhere, as the ease may be, will be undor the contro! 
and supervision of the of State, ‘The conditions under which they will hold the 
scholarships will be similar to those laid down for Goverument of India scholarships, and 
Power will be retained to cancel a scholarship and to eond the scholar buck to India if hie 
‘Progress and conduct be not satisfactory. . 





















11. Returned scholars —No scholar will be bound on hi 
‘ment to serve Government or a private firm, and the : 
instanee determined, on his return from Europe by his own. ion. Should any occasion 
arise, Government will be glad to turn his ability and increased knowledge to account as 
teacher in an Industrial school or in other capacities connected with the improvement of 
local industies. 

12, Applications from natives of Bengal for such scholarships for the development of the 
mining industry, in the first instance, should be made direot to the Director of Public 
Instruction, Bengal, on or before the 1st May 1905, Full particulars should be ished as 
to the past educational experience, training and future requirements of each applicant for a 
scholarship, ‘Arplioanta sbeula also indicate, if possible, what they wish to at in their 
future careers on return to India, The scholarships will be aws by the Government of 
India on the recommendation of thé Local Government.
